The Making of a Friendship and a Classic 
American TV Show, Knotts’ brother-in- 
law Daniel de Vise rips the lid off beloved 
Griffith’s surprising secrets. 

Griffith, who played Mayberry 
Sheriff Andy Taylor, starred in the top- 
rated CBS Andy Griffith Show that ran 
from 1960 to 1968. 

According to a press release promoting 
the book, “Behind this sleepy, small- 
town charm, de Vise’s reporting reveals 
explosions of a violent temper, bouts of 



crippling neurosis, and all-too-human 
struggles with the temptations of fame.” 

The show bore Andy’s name, but it was 
Knotts, who was Andy’s bumbling side- 
kick, Deputy Barney Fife, who got all the 
laughs. “That was bound to cause some 
tension,” says an insider. 

Meanwhile, a GLOBE investigation also 
reveals “lovable” Griffith, who played the 
widowed father of Opie, portrayed by a 
young Ron Howard, was such a tyrant on 
set that he terrified other actors. 

George Lindsey, who played Gomer 
Pyle’s goofy car mechanic cousin 
Goober, claimed, “Most of us were deathly 
afraid of Andy.” 

Griffith even admitted, “I have a fierce 
temper. If it’s not going the way that it 
should, I lose it.” 
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He said he started seeing a shrink in the 
1960s because he felt inadequate. 

“I didn’t function as a total human being 
as a result,” he confessed. 

De Vise’s book, to be published by Simon 
& Schuster in November, also chronicles 
the “unspoken rivalries” involving Knotts 
and Griffith, who first met on the Broadway 
set of No Time for Sergeants in 1958. 

Derailed 

Knotts’ widow, Francey Yarborough, told 
GLOBE, “When Andy landed The Andy 
Griffith Show, Don called him up and said, 
‘Hey, you need a deputy on that show!’ 
Andy said, ‘I sure do’ and that wonderful 
relationship between Andy and Barney Fife 


was born.” But Knotts’ decision to quit the 
show at the height of its success in 1965 
almost derailed their friendship. 

“Andy and the others carried on for 
another three years but it wasn’t the same 
without Don,” an insider tells GLOBE. 

At one point, Griffith - who died in 2012 
aged 86 - had a terrifying nightmare that 
he strangled his old buddy and beat his 
face to a bloody pulp. 

“I dreamed I killed Don Knotts. I really 
did,” he confessed in a 1986 interview. 

The upcoming biography, described 
as both “provocative and entertaining,” 
also promises to rip the lid off Griffith’s 
“passionate affairs.” 

His wife, Solica Casuto, accused him

As Fogle was held nearby, 
investigators re- 
moved electronic 
equipment, in- 
cluding comput- 
ers, and took it to 
a mobile foren- 
sics van parked 
in the driveway 
for analysis dur- 
ing the July 7 sweep. 

“Jared has been cooperating, 
and continues to cooperate, with 
law enforcement in their inves- 
tigation of unspecified charges 
and looks forward to its con- 
clusion,” says Fogle’s attorney 
Ron Elberger. “He has not been 
detained, arrested or charged 
with any crime or offense.” 

Raid 

But hours after the raid, CBS 
News reported a law enforce- 
ment source told the network 
Fogle was “a suspect in a federal 
child pornography investigation.” 

On the same day. Subway 
issued a statement saying 
Jared and the fast-food chain 
had “agreed to suspend their 
relationship due to the current 
investigation.” 

Officials with the charity

Sources reveal some of the 
videos were found in Taylor’s 
office on thumb drives, which 
appeared to have a link to Fogle 
or his foundation. 

Charged with seven counts 


of production of child porn and 
one of possession, Taylor, 43, 
attempted suicide while behind 
bars but survived. 

Meanwhile, Jared and 
Subway’s relationship dates 
back to when he was a 
425-pound freshman at Indiana 
University. Busy with school- 
work, he resorted to eating at 


the closest place around - and 
Subway had opened up a shop 
on the ground floor of his dorm. 

By eating a six-inch tur- 
key sub for lunch, a foot-long 
veggie sub for dinner and a 
couple of small bags of baked 
chips, Jared cut his daily calorie 
count from 10,000 to just 1,500 
- and in a year dropped down 


to about 180 pounds. 

Around the same time, it’s 
been reported that Jared also 
ran a successful adult porn 
operation. But he really cashed 
in by becoming Subway’s 
spokesman. Since then, he’s 
amassed a $15 million fortune.

T wisted child killer Susan 
Smith continues to shock 
with a wild life behind bars!

And, along with her unsuspect- 
ing husband, David, she tearfully 
pleaded for the toddlers' return 
on TV.

Greenwood, where former inmate 
Stephanie Hulsey revealed that 
Smith slashed her own wrists 
three years ago - and took on a 
jailhouse girlfriend. 

"Her lover is a big woman who 
looks like a man," adds Hulsey. 
Another source says Smith paid 
her to watch out for guards during 


trysts in places like closets and 
the cafeteria freezer. 

"Susan gets money from men 
she meets through prison pen pal 
Web sites, and she'd put $30 to 
$50 a week into my commissary 
account," the source discloses. 

While Smith misbehaves behind 
bars, her ex-husband, David, con- 


tinues to struggle with the tragedy. 

"There are still bad days...that 
probably bring me down to my 
knees," admits David, who's now 
remarried with two children. 

As for his ex-wife's shenanigans 
in jail, he says, "It doesn't sur- 
prise me. Susan's always going to 
do something to get attention."

A judge ordered the payment as a partial 
reimbursement for travel costs Alexander's 
siblings paid to attend Arias' trials in Phoenix, 
Ariz., which ran from December 2012 to April 
2015. 

Now 34, Arias was a jealous 27-year-old 
when she drove 1,400 miles from her Califor- 
nia residence to Alexander's 4,500 sguare-

foot Mesa, Ariz., home in a murderous rage. 

"Travis had an affair with Jodi and after 
he broke it off, she became obsessed with 
him," says his friend Tanisha Morgan.

"He'd not only been stabbed 27 times, but 
his throat had been sliced from ear to ear, 
and then he'd been shot in the face," says a 
police source.

after he physically and emotionally abused 
her and forced her to have rough sex. 

She was convicted and got life with no 
parole after two juries spared her from the 
death sentence. 

Adds Morgan: "She felt if she couldn't have 
him, no one would - so she killed him."

CHARLES MANSON groupie 
Leslie Van Houten claims 
she's a changed person 
who works to heal fellow 
prisoners.

Rosemary. 



Incredibly, the 19-year-old 
was not picked by Manson to 
slaughter pregnant actress 
Sharon Tate and four others 
on Aug. 8. 

But she convinced Manson 
to take her along to the 
LaBianca home the next 
night - and with fellow 
groupie Patricia Krenwinkel - 
stabbed Rosemary 41 times, 
some after she was dead. 

Now 65, Van Houten has 
tried to make parole saying, 
"I know I did something that 
is unforgiveable, but I can 
create a world where I make 
amends. 

"I'm trying to be someone 
who lives a life for healing 
rather than destruction." 

But she showed no mercy 
in her horrific deed, and nei- 
ther did the Parole Board, 
which nixed her 2013 bid for 
freedom. She will be played 
by Greer Grammer in the 
upcoming Lifetime movie 
Manson's Lost Girls. 





Patricia 
Krenwinkel 
turns model 
prisoner 

ONE of cult-leader Manson's 
most bloodthirsty killers, 
67-year-old 
Patricia Kren- 
winkel, is now 
a model pris- 
oner, earning a 
college degree, 
teaching in- 
mates how to 
read and help- 
ing train service 
dogs while 
serving her life 
sentence in 
California. 

But at age 22, Krenwinkel 
turned butcher in 1969. 

She and three other 


Manson zombies killed ac- 
tress Sharon Tate, hairstylist 
Jay Sebring, screenwriter 
Voytek Frykowski and his 
lover, coffee heiress Abigail 
Folger. 

During the massacre, 
Krenwinkel dragged Folger 
into the living room and 
began stabbing her. 

When Folger bolted out- 
side, Krenwinkel 
caught her and 
continued knif- 
ing the woman 
even as Folger 
begged, "Stop! 
I'm already 
dead!" 

Krenwinkel 
slashed the 
woman 28 
times, turn-

nightgown completely red. 
The next night, she helped 
stab Rosemary LaBianca in a 
second massacre. 


DEMONIC Susan Atkins, who 
butchered seven people for Manson 
on two nights in August 1969, died at 


age 61 of cancer in a California prison 
in 2009. 

During the first massacre, eight 
months-pregnant actress Sharon 
Tate was cut 16 times in the heart, 
liver and lungs. 

But Manson said he wanted to 
leave "a sign." So merciless Atkins 
soaked a towel with the blood of 
Tate and her baby and smeared the 
word "PIG" on the front door.
